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FOREWORD 

In  presenting  what  is  sure  to  be  the  sale  of  the  year — and,  quite  probably, 
ot  many  years  to  come — the  cataloguers  wish  it  were  possible  to  impart,  with 
every  one  of  these  coins  that  passes  to  its  new  owner,  some  measure  of  the  antici- 
pation,  excitement,  and  final  keen  satisfaction  that  fell  to  them  in  the  assembling 
of  this  superb  offering.  With  the  number  of  active  collectors  so  spectacularly 
on  the  rise  since  the  end  of  World  War  II,  the  shortage  of  material  to  supply 
their  needs  has  been  acute ; and  the  serious  student  of  the  coin  market  knows 
that  anything  genuinely  first-class  rarely  reaches  the  auction  block  in  appreciable 
quantity  due  to  the  prohibitive  demand  for  such  material  and  the  fantastic 
prices  which  collectors  always  seem  to  be  willing  to  pay  over  the  counter  for  the 
best  corns.  It  is,  therefore,  a numismatic  event  of  the  ultimate  importance 
w en  the  individual  pieces  (some  of  which  have  not  changed  hands  in  over 

eighty  years)  of  a collection  such  as  the  Davis-Graves  are  made  available  to  all 
bidders. 

The  circumstances  surrounding  the  acquisition  of  the  Davis  cabinet  are  in 
the  best  tradition  of  the  old  days — of  what  might  be  termed  the  Periclean 
age  of  American  numismatics,  the  times  of  Haseltine  and  the  Chapmans,  of 
Woodward,  Proskey,  Parmelee,  Gilbert  and  Elder.  In  fact,  the  manner  in  which 
the  prize  was  landed  is  singularly  reminiscent  of  the  famous  coup  by  which  the 
youthful  Chapmans  made  off  with  that  enormous  plum,  the  Buslmell  collection 
as  described  by  the  facile  pen  of  Frossard : “While  the  fray  at  the  front  gate 
ot  the  citadel  was  waxing  hot,  the  Chapman  brothers,  by  a brilliant  strategic 

moveinent  . . entered  through  the  postern  gate  in  the  rear  and  captured  the 

stronghold. 

George  L.  Davis  was  born  in  Lawrence,  Mass.,  in  1828,  the  son  of  a textile 
machinery  manufacturer.  He  followed  the  profession  of  his  father,  and  did 
not  begin  his  collecting  career  until  around  the  year  1870.  However,  maiiv 
records,  letters  and  bills  of  sale  still  in  existence — and,  of  course,  the  quality  of 
his  c^iinet  show  him  to  have  been  a most  active  and  discriminating  numismatist. 
Mr.  Davis  conceived  a great  admiration  for  Captain  John  Haseltine,  and  dealt 
chiefly  with  him  from  1880  on,  although  his  records  contain  the  name  of  every 
noteworthy  dealer  of  the  day.  When  Haseltine  sold  his  personal  U.  S.  tvpe 
collection  in  1883,  Mr.  Davis  bought  liberally  of  the  outstanding  specimens 
uniques  and  near  uniques.  He  also  purchased  cents  and  colonials  from  the 
S.  S.  Crosby  collection,  auctioned  by  Bangs  & Co.  in  1882.  Bv  the  time  of  Mr. 
Davis’  death  in  1890  he  possessed  a truly  formidable  cabinet,  particularly  strong 
in  U.  S.  silvei,  colonials,  half  cents  and  large  cents.  His  collection  was  deposited 
intact  in  the  vaults  of  a trust  company  in  North  Andover,  Mass.,  where  it  lay 
undisturbed  till  October,  1953 — when  one  of  Mr.  Davis’  heirs,  reminded  of  its 
existence  when  going  through  some  of  Mr.  Davis’  papers,  suggested  to  the  other 
members  of  the  family  (non-numismatists  all!)  that  it  might  be  advantageous 
to  dispose  of  the  coins.  The  cataloguers  were  called  in  to  witness  the  unsealing 
of  the  deposit  box,  which  had  lain  unopened  for  sixty-three  years.  No  matter 
what  is  subsequently  revealed,  there  is  always  a sort  of  electric  moment  of 
anticipation  when  the  cloak  of  the  numismatic  unknown  is  about  to  be  lifted 
and  this  was  savored  to  the  full.  M hat  was  disclosed,  moreover,  exceeded  every 
reasonable  expectation.  The  collection  was  exhibited  to  a number  of  dealers 
and  made  available  to  all  on  e(iual  com])etitive  terms.  Interest  was  keen,  rivalry 
spiiited;  finally,  the  decision  made.  Me  count  oui’selves  fortunate  indeed  to  be 
able  to  report  that  we  succeeded  in  securing  the  tntire  contents  of  this  magnificent 
cabinet,  here  combined  with  the  cream  of  the  Henry  P.  Graves  collection;  and 
are  happy,  with  a joy  far  exceeding  the  professional,  that  these  splendid  coins 
are  now  to  be  distributed  among  those  who,  in  the  last  analysis,  make  all  such 
offerings  possible — our  valued  customers  and  friends.

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Foreword 

To  the  Numismatist  of  today  or  yesterday  the  mention  of  an  1804  Silver 
Dollar  brings  to  mind  the  many,  many  tales  of  this  rarity. — There  may  be  rarer 
coins,  but  no  other  coin  can  give  vent  to  the  stories  that  befall  the  KING  OF 
AMERICAN  SILVER  COINS — To  read  back  in  history  as  to  what  became  of  the 
19,570  reportedly  minted  in  1804  in  itself  brings  about  comments.  To  us  all, 
young  and  old  collectors,  and  to  the  General  Public  as  well,  this  rarity  stands 
out  as  the  most  sought  after  coin  today. 

Since  Mr.  M.  A.  Stickney,  one  of  our  earliest  collectors,  first  procured  his 
1804  Silver  Dollar  from  the  mint  in  1843,  an  almost  overnight  interest  in  this 
rarity  was  discovered — Such  great  collectors  as — Mr.  J.  J.  Mickley  (1867), 
Mr.  L.  G.  Parmelee  (1874),  Mr.  M.  J.  Cohen  (1875),  Mr.  R.  C.  Davis  (1877), 
and  Mr.  J.  V.  Dexter  (1885),  bought  their  1804  Silver  Dollar  through  Auctions 
— and  although  these  dollars  exchanged  hands  many  times — such  great  collectors 
of  the  past  and  present  as  Messrs.  W.  S.  Appleton,  E.  II.  Sanford,  W.  C.  Atwater, 
Col.  J.  W.  Ellsworth,  W.  B.  Wetmore,  Byron  Reed,  William  Dunham,  Lament 
duPont,  L.  Eliasberg,  II.  Bareford,  have  prided  themselves  in  owning  their  dollar 
which  bares  the  original  collector-owners  name — that  today  of  this  original  group 
only  the  Stickney,  Dexter,  Davis  and  duPont  Dollars  are  in  collectors  cabinets, 
the  others  are  in  museums. 

The  research  of  this  rarity  was  of  such  interest,  that  one  of  the  highlights 
of  this,  was  reading  of  an  aged  lady  who  got  her  1804  (L.  G.  Parmelee)  Silver 
Dollar  from  the  mint  supposedly  for  $1.00.

On  the  23rd  of  October  in  1877  JMr.  E.  Conlton  Davis  purchased  from  John 
W.  Haseltine  the  above  1804  SILVER  DOLLAR  for  $500.00  and  the  bill  of 
sale  guaranteed  its  Authenticity.  (See  plate  “A”). 

Mr.  Davis  asked  Mr.  E.  Du  Bois  wlio  was  assayer  and  in  charge  of  the  mint 
cabinet  to  examine  his  dollar.  This  was  done  and  a letter  in  Mr.  Du  Bois  hand 
dated  September  17th,  1878  confirmed  its  authenticity  (See  plate  “B”)  as  one 
of  the  original  issue  and  not  a restrike. 

Mr.  Davis  sold  this  dollar  back  to  Mr.  Haseltine  in  1883  for  $1050.00,  who 
then  sold  it  to  Mr.  George  M.  Klein  of.  Vicksburg  for  $1200.00  in  1883.  Mr. 
Klein’s  specimen  was  next  offered  at  the  95th  Woodward  Sale  (See  plate  “C”) 
where  Mr.  J.  Calvin  Randall  bought  it  back  for  Mr.  Davis  for  $660.00.  At  the 
time  of  Mr.  Davis  death  it  was  bought  by  John  N.  Hale  of  Phillipsburg,  Pa.  for 
$850.00,  who  kept  it  until  his  death  and  bequeathed  it  to  R.  H.  Hull,  and  on 
May  12,  1950  the  Estate  of  R.  H.  Hull  through  Park-Bernet  Galleries  sold  this 
specimen  for  $3400.00  to  Mrs.  Fullerton,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  Graves  (who  died 
in  1952)  which  is  now  being  offered  for  the  first  time  since  1950  to  the  highest 
bidder. 

All  the  above  plus  other  bills  of  sale  and  pedigree  go  along  with  the 
R.  Coulton  Davis  1804.

Only  four  of  the  “original”  1804  silver  dollars  are  now  in  numismatic 
circulation — i.e.,  in  the  hands  of  collectors  and  not  the  property  of  museums, 
institutions,  etc.  Mr.  Bareford  and  IMr.  Eliasberg  value  their  specimens  so 
highly  that  we  feel  sure  they  Avill  never  dispose  of  them  during  their,  lifetime, 
or  ours.  We  understand  that  the  duPont  specimen  will  never  be  resold  and  is 
destined  for  bequest  to  a museum.  The  present  piece  is  therefore,  by  elimina- 
tion, the  sole  available  example  of  its  variety  ; and,  if  its  new  owner  is  fully 
cognizant  of  its  value  and  rarity — as,  of  course,  he  is  almost  certain  to  be  it 
will  be  many,  many  years  before  an  180-1  “original”  dollar  again  comes  upon 
the  open  market.

THE  THIRD  FINEST  KNOWN  CROSBY  13-L 

A .special  word  must  be  said  about  the  following  lot.  If  the  1793  cents 
are  the  aidstocrats  of  their  breed,  the  Libeidy  Cap  cents  of  that  year  may  truly 
be  termed  the  blood  royal.  The  number  of  top  grade  specimens  of  this  genus 
can  be  counted  on  one’s  fingers;  and  they  are  the  despair  of  the  type  set  or 
“gem”  collectors,  who  never  can  seem  to  fill  that  gaping  hole  where  a 1793 
Liberty  Cap  on  a par  with  their  otbei'  clioice  pieces  should  be.  Save  for  the 
unparalleled  array  put  together  by  Clapp  (which  their  omier,  by  bequeathing 
to  ANS,  saw  fit  to  insure  would  never  pass  into  the  possession  of  his  fellow- 
collectors)  , only  an  isolated  few  in  the  best  grades  of  condition  are  lal0^vn  to 
exist.  Somewhere,  somehow,  George  Davis  ran  across  one  of  these,  and  we  can 
imagine  it  did  not  take  him  long  to  make  up  his  mind  to  its  purchase.  Strangely 
enough,  although  he  left  well-documented  records  on  many  of  Ills  other  iirime 
specimens,  not  a shred  of  pedigree  can  be  turned  up  on  this  one.  The  story  of 
its  acquisition  died  with  ]VIr.  Davis,  and  for  the  last  sixty-four  years  the  coin 
has  lain  unrecognized  in  his  estate — unknown,  of  course,  to  Dr.  Sheldon  when 
he  compiled  bis  masterfnl  and  long-nee<led  opus  on  the  early  cents.  Tlie  latter 
has  since  vei'ified  this  siipeih  cent  as  the  third  finest  known  of  its  variety,  and 
it  is  here  proudly  presented.
